Gratitude 


There  are  certain  features  that 
appeared  every  year  at  my 
family’s  Thanksgiving  dinner 
table:  there  were  beautiful  place 
settings,  delicious  food,  friends  and 
family,  and  of 
course,  a  kiddush 
cup.  The  Torah  does 
not  mention  the 
fourth  Thursday 
in  November,  and 
Thanksgiving  is 
never  on  a  Friday, 
but  there  it  is  every 
year  at  our  table: 
one  of  the  family  kiddush  cups.  My 
mother  points  to  it  and  says,  “Should 
we  make  a  kiddush?”  Because,  for 
my  mother,  every'  festive  meal  has 
to  begin  with  kiddush.  I  will  admit 
that  more  often  than  not  my  brother 
and  I  poked  fun  at  our  mother  when 
she  insisted  upon  this  addition  to 
the  American  holiday.  However,  as 
I  reflect  back  on  those  meals  and  on 
the  nature  of  Thanksgiving,  I  realize 
that  my  mother  was  expressing  her 
gratitude  and  encapsulating  the  spirit 


of  the  day  in  a  way  that  Jews  have 
known  about  for  years. 

The  rabbis  in  the  Talmud  assert  that 
“anyone  wTho  benefits  from  something 
in  this  wTorld  without  blessing  it 
first,  it  is  as  if  they  stole  from  God.” 
(Babylonian  Talmud  Brachot  35a)  The 
proof  they  offer  is  that  the  assertion 
that  “The  Earth  is  the  Lord’s  and 
the  fullness  thereof.”  (Psalms  24:1) 
Everything  belongs  to  God,  and  unless 
we  say  a  blessing  w7e  are  stealing  the 
Lord’s  property7.  By  saying  a  brakhah 
like  hamotzi  or  kiddush,  wre  are 
thanking  God  for  sharing  the  world 
with  us  and  expressing  our  gratitude 
that  we  are  allowed  to  eat  food  that  is 
not  really  our  own.  These  blessings, 
recited  before  every7  meal,  are  meant 
to  remind  us  that  we  are  guests  on  this 
earth  and  should  be  grateful  for  our 
lot. 

Rituals  like  kiddush  and  the  blessings 
after  the  meal  are  a  means  of  instilling 
the  value  of  gratitude  in  our  very  souls. 
Recent  studies  show  that  people  who 


feel  gratitude  tend  to  be  happier  and 
healthier,  which  is  science  proving 
what  the  ancients  already  knew7.  As 
Cicero  said:  “Showing  gratitude  is  not 
only  the  greatest  of  virtues,  but  the 
mother  of  all  the  others.”  (Pro  Plancio 
33:80)  We  know7  that  grateful  hearts 
are  wise,  kind,  and  resilient,  and  we 
w'ant  our  children  to  embody  these 
attributes.  As  w7e  sit  dowm  this  month 
to,  please  God,  tables  full  of  friends, 
family,  and  food,  let  us  also  make  sure 
to  make  gratitude  a  part  of  the  meal. 
There  are  many  ways  to  do  this.  There 
is  the  tried-and-true  method  of  going 
around  the  table  and  saying  something 
wre  are  grateful  for.  Or  in  a  kind  of 
reverse  Yom  Kippur,  wTe  could  reflect 
on  the  year,  and  before  Thanksgiving 
perhaps  get  in  touch  with  the  people 
wiio  have  helped  us  and  express  our 
thanks.  Or  if  you  cannot  think  of 
anything  else,  it  is  totally  fine  to  fall 
back  on  the  rituals  of  gratitude  known 
to  our  people  for  generations:  get  the 
kiddush  cup  off  the  shelf  and  bring  it 
to  the  table.

Creating  Jewish 
Memories 


Rabbi  Cosgrove  spoke  on 

Rosh  Hashanah  about  the 
importance  of  modeling  a 
vibrant  Jewish  life  for  youngsters 
and  giving  them  a  foundation  of 
meaningful  Jewish  memories.  What 

memories  would  you 
like  young  people 
to  have  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue? 
Playing  in  the  band 
for  Rock  Kabbalat 
Shabbat?  Meeting  in 
a  small  group  with 
the  speakers  at  the 
Shabbaton?  Reading  Torah  for  their 
Bar  or  Bat  Mitzvah?  A  memorable 
conversation?  Watching  a  movie  in 
the  sukkah?  Getting  away  with  leaving 
class  early  to  walk  the  [nonexistent] 
family  dog?  (Yes,  one  teen  relished 
sharing  that  memory!) 

After  coming  to  PAS  a  year  ago,  I 
reviewed  the  youth  department, 
identifying  the  memories  our 
programming  would  provide  for  our 
teenagers,  and  found  many  gaps. 
Within  a  year,  with  strong  support 
from  the  clergy,  the  educational  team, 
and  lay  leaders,  we  have  developed 
programs  giving  teenagers  unique 
experiences,  lasting  friendships, 
meaningful  conversations, 
responsibilities,  and  continuity.  The 
motto  of  the  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich 
High  School  is  “Let's  learn,  let's  lead, 
let’s  do,  and  let’s  go.”  We  aim  to 
learn  with  the  deepest  questions,  lead 
without  being  asked,  do  justice,  and 
go  to  amazing  places  to  sharpen  the 
memories  of  how  we  define  ourselves 
as  Jews  and  as  people. 

Our  department  is  growing  rapidly. 
Some  teens  come  every  day  and 
some  come  only  for  our  annual 
Broadway  theater  outing.  No  matter 
how  a  teen  wants  to  be  involved, 
their  time  is  now.  We've  started 
8th  grade  experiential  education 


groups,  initiated  international  travel, 
and  hosted  Shabbat  dinners.  Rabbi 
Cosgrove  is  teaching  a  12th  grade 
seminar  with  provocative  guest 
speakers;  we  have  a  Hebrew  class, 
holiday  parties,  and  Tea  Tuesdays  at 
Petite  Shell  for  teens  to  socialize  with 
friends. 

Our  department  is  called  Youth 
Programming  and  Engagement, 
and  every  word  informs  our  events 
and  activities.  We  open  relational 
Judaism  to  our  3rd-8th  graders  and 
their  families  with  monthly  programs 
that  build  positive  friendships  and 
memories  that  will  bridge  into 
their  high  school  years.  We  offer 
exceptional  experiences  like  travel 
to  Morocco,  and  we  encourage 
engagement  with  initiatives  that 
integrate  interests  like  inclusion  and 
social  justice.  Our  teen  leadership 
council,  the  Food  Pantry,  and  our 
teaching  assistants  program  all  inspire 
teens  to  take  responsibility  for  their 
own  experience.  Turn  to  pages  15-16 
to  see  the  variety  of  our  events  and 
their  teen  leaders. 

The  opportunities  to  build  memories 
start  with  our  young  people.  By 
investing  time  here,  our  teens 
gain  overflowing  memories  of  this 
community.  Two  months  ago,  at  the 
start  of  my  second  year  here,  I  heard  a 
teen  at  our  open  house  cookout  say,  “I 
wouldn’t  have  wanted  to  be  anywhere 
else  the  night  before  school  started.” 
What  a  perfect  memory  for  a  new 
year! 

Our  numbers  are  growing,  our  future 
is  bright.  We  look  forward  to  great 
times  in  the  renovated  87th  Street 
building,  where  teens  will  have  a 
designated  space  designed  for  their 
use.

Fifty  Years 
Ago  in  the  PAS 
Bulletin . . . 


Two  Jewish  Writers 
Win  Nobel  Prizes 
November  8, 1966 

It  is  particularly  significant 
during  Jewish  Book  Month  to 
note  that  the  Swedish  Academy 
has  awarded  the  Nobel  Literature 
Prize  to  two  outstanding  Jewish 
authors  “each  of  whom  represent 
Israel's  message  to  our  time.” 


Shmuel  Yosef  Agnon,  78  years 
of  age,  who  lives  in  Jerusalem, 
and  Nelly  Sachs,  74,  who  writes 
poetry  in  German,  will  share 
the  1966  award,  which  is  worth 
nearly  $60,000.  Mr.  Agnon,  the 
first  Israeli  to  win  a  Nobel  Prize, 
was  cited  by  the  Academy  “for 
his  profoundly  characteristic  and 
narrative  art  with  motifs  from  the 
life  of  the  Jewish  people.”  Nelly 
Sachs,  a  refugee  from  the  Nazis,  is 
a  Swedish  subject  and  writes  only 
in  German.  She  has  published 
several  anthologies  among  which 
are  “The  Habitation  of  Death”  and 
“Eclipsed  Stars.”  The  Academy  has 
honored  her  for  her  “outstanding 
lyrical  and  dramatic  writing,  which 


interprets  Israel's  destiny  with 
touching  strength.” 

In  recognition  of  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  noteworthy 
achievements  ofS.Y.  Agnon  and 
Nelly  Sachs,  excerpts  from  Rabbi's 
Nadich's  lecture  series  “Giants 
in  the  Modern  Library  of  Israel” 
are  posted  on  the  Shapiro  Audio 
Archive  page  of  the  PAS  website. 
We  hope  you  enjoy  this  piece  of 
PAS  history.

Hadar  Goldin

Hadar  Goldin  (1991-2014)  was  a  talented  Israeli  painter  who  expressed 
his  love  of  art  and  of  life  until  his  last  day  on  the  battlefield.  This  inspiring 
exhibition  was  created  in  2015  to  share  Hadar’s  spirit,  humor,  and  artistic 
talent  and  to  honor  his  memory.  PAS  is  pleased  to  bring  the  exhibition  to  the 
US  for  the  first  time.  The  exhibition  includes  sketches,  pointings,  drawings,, 
and  photographs  from  Hadar’s  early  childhood,  his  art  s^mpes  in  England 
Israel,  and  his  personal  work  during  his  military  service.  H^arf^how^l  tb 
who  knew  him  how  simple  it  is  to  love  one  another.  He  help%iW(^ik\ee 
and  made  it  his  mission  in  life  to  bring  people  together. 

Among  thousands  of  Israeli  soldiers  and  reservists,  Hadar  Goldin  served 
during  Israel’s  2014  Operation  Protective  Edge  against  missile  attacks  from 
Hamas  and  a  network  of  tunnels  that  reached  underground  from  Gaza  into 
Israeli  territory.  On  August  1,  just  hours  after  a  ceasefire  had  been  declared, 
Hadar  and  two  of  his  comrades  were  ambushed  and  killed  in  Gaza  by 
terrorists  coming  out  of  an  attack  tunnel.  Hadar’s  body  was  taken  into  the 
tunnel  and  has  never  been  returned  to  his  family.
